On the 19th day of January, 1829, over 


Afly years ago, by an act of the Illinois 
General Assembly the county of Macon 
was formed, and on April 10th of the 
same year the appointed county com- 
missioners, John Fleming, Jesse Rhodes 
andEaston Whitton met and "proceeded 
to view the geveral proposed locations for 
a seat of justice," and made a report of 
their deliberations to the connty commis- 
sioners' court. As a result of the action 
of thc special commission thc town of 
Decatur was laid off, and Daniel MeCall 
was appointed postmaster in the fall of 
1829- He also at this time held the offices 
of probate and county judge and circuit 
clerk, all by appointment. 


MeCall was succeeded as postmaster by 


the following persons: 


William Cantrill, still living in this city; 


Dr. J. G. Spears; Dr. Thomas P. Rogers, 
now in the Illinois legislature, whose home 
is at Bloornington; Samuel C. Allen, still 
living, cast of Decatur; Alexander May- 
wood; Preston Butler; William J. Usreyl 
John P. Post; Phil Shepherd; John Ryan; 
George B. Peake; Wm. J. Usrey; Isaac C. 
Pugh; Robert P. Lytle.
